CHICAGO, June 5.—Tbe remarkable scenes 
which took place in the convention hall last 
night exemplified in a striking wav t he terri- 
ble feelings of bitterness and opposition that 
have raged among the Grant and anti-Grant 
men since Monday morning. 

ENTHUSIASM. 

When Emory Storrs came to speak for the 
Logan delegates, who were destined soon to 
lose their scats in the Convention, the mention 
of the name of that silent man 
now at Galena was the signal 
for an outburst of enthusiasm that filled the 
vast amphitheater with a deafening roar for 
seventeen minutes. Handkerchiefs, hats, 
umbrellas, flags, bonnets and canes were 
wildly waved, and crazed partisans shouted 
until they were hoarse. 

CONKLING BECOMES MILDLY INSANE. 

Tbe unemotional Conkling unbent himself 
for the time, and in one hand waved a white 
harpdkercbief, and in the other the banneret ot 
the New York delegation. Logan, mounted on 
a chair, roared like a bull, while above 
rose like a giant Long John Wentworth, 
describing circlesinthe air with a huge um- 
brella, screaming at the top of his voice and 
gesticulating wildly. This mob demonstration 
was pronounced to be the most remarkable 
that had ever occurred in any convention, but 
there was one to follow still more deatening, 
digorderly and wild. 

PANDEMONIUM. 

When Sterrs attempted to resume his speech 

aman frem the galleries called out three 


cheers for Blaine. As if by general 
consent 4 tremendous response fol- 
lowed this invitation and the en- 


thusiasm that ensued fairly beggared the 
frenzy provoked by the allusion to Grant. 
Two-thirds ofthe gallery occupants at once 
joined in the mad revelry, and coats and vests 
were pulled off and waved along with handker- 
chiefs and open umbrellas. 

CRAZY FREAKS. 

The most grotesque and absurd freaks were 
indulged in by the insane crowd. Strings of 
handkerchiefs, tied together, were attached 
to umbrellas, and made to be 
of service for streamers. Oanes and pieces of 
board were utilized to make an infernal clatter 
upon the pine benches and wooden walls. One 
idiot pulled off his coat, approached the edge of 
the gallery, and proeeeded to execute a: jig 
trom this perilous height. Flags festooned 
upon the walls weretorn away and carried 
aiofit. The Blaine delegates were wild and 
fore heartily seconded by the Sherman men 
ana all ot the anti · Grant element. 

Fugene Hale for dramatic effect grouped all 
the State bannerettes, etc., where Blaine had 
votes together and, mounting a chair, held that 
of Maine above all the others.

Hints to Ladies Who Seek to be Fash- 
ionable. 
{From the New York Herald. ! 

What with artistic ideas in house decorat- 
ing and furnishing, pottery, painting, etc., it 
need create no surprise to tind ‘‘art’’ notions 
prevalent in the realm of fashion and govern- 
ing toa great extent the mode of garniture, 
the blending of colors and the form of drap- 
ery. There is, withal, more striving after 
effects of the picturesque order than harmony 
of tone with the majority of those who aspire 
to lead in matters of dress. Old fashions are 
revived and adapted to present ideas in many 
of the accessories that contribute to render 
the toilet pleasing to the eye and comfortable 
to tbe wearer; soft, clinging, transparent fab- 
rics are sought after, and combine with choice 
laces to produce the pretty fichus that are so 
popular with all classes. India mull, either 
plein white, pale pink or blue, or with raised 
pin-bead dots of their delicate shades on a 
white ground, is the favorite fabric for garden 
sbawls and neckerchiefs. The garden shawl 
iscutonalong bias, with the lower corner, 


which falls below the waist, either pointed or 


rounded off, and the upper side, which en- 
wraps the shoulders, cut straight and turned 
over to the depth of three or four inches. 
Rows of lace border the entire shaw] and are 
put on either in very fine plaits or gathered 
very slightly to produce amore graceful ef- 
fect. The newest neckerchiefs are made 
of squares of mull measuring 
about three-quarters of a -yard, with a border 
of hand hemstitching around the quarter or 
balf-inch bem and squares of the same work 
filling the corners. These may be worn with 
a deep mourning costume, and with the addi- 
tien of Languedoc or Alencon lace form a 
charming fi chu for a gayer toilet, Soft ker - 
chiefs of mull, either square or bias, are 
finished all around with needle-wrought bor - 
ders of gracefully clustered floral designs 
which form irregular scallops on the edge. 
Finished simply with the embroidery they 
form an effective adjunct to a light mourning 
costume, while the addition of lace set under 
the scalloped border renders them suitable 
for any occasion. Long scarfs of straight cut 
mull, about ten inches wide, are hemmed b 
band, tucked on the ends and trimmed wit 
Valenciennes, duch sse or other fine laces, and 
these are tied either close about the neck in- 
side the collar or fastened in an irregularly 
looped bow on the breast, the ends fal. ing to 
the waist.Soft, twilled Italian silk, of all del- 
icate shedes, that will bear washing, like 
linen,is made up in large square neckerchiefs, 
wrought onthe edges with silk gloss of a 
contrasting color. Polka dots and tiny flow- 
ers, bugs, flies or beetles form a border within 
the scalloped edge from one to two inches 
deep, and plaited silk muslin, either plain 
or embroidered, forms an additional border. 
Silk pocket handkerchiefs are made to cor- 
respond with these in the main design, as 
well as of independent devices, such as small 
peacocks wroughtin the corners or borders 
of lace within borders of empro'dery or hem- 
stitching. Fine linen handkegchiefs of pure 
white are considered as being iu better taste 
for evening toilets than those described above, 
but for coaching, yachting, camping aud gar- 
den parties a bleoding of colors inthe entire 
toilet seems in harmony with the gavety of 
the occasion, and may be indulged in with the 
greatest latitude provided they are selected 
witb discrimination.

The Evil of Living in the Country.

No doubt many causes contribute to the 
diminished tone of the present day, as com- 
pared with that of former times. The in- 
crease of town life, and all the conditions ope 
posed to health which that -involves, has 
much to answer for. Perhaps the concentra- 
tion of the hours of work into the central 
—— of the day is even more responsible. 

‘he railway stations every morning and at- 
ternoon are very suggestive to any one not too 
much burried to have time to look about him. 
Thousands and tens of thousands arrive ev- 
ery morning between the hours of 8 and 10 ]. 
in trains crowded to repletion, and hurrying 
off in hansoms and omnibuses with the fixed 
countenances of men whose time is money 
and who bave not a moment to lose. Arrived 
at their offices they compress the work of the 
day into five or six hours atthe most. Be- 
tween 4 and 6 the opposite takes place, and 
the same persons rush up in their various 
conveyances to catch their trains. It was 
computed some years ago that the numbers 
who daily came to and Jeft London exceeded 
500, C00 and no doubt the figure has been large- 
ly increased since. One needs not be learned 
in physicto see what an addition to the wear 
and tear of brain and nerve 
is entailed by this mode of life. It may

Evangelical Lutheran Jubilee. 


The German Evangelical Lutheran church- 
es ofSt. Louis, sume twelve in number, have 
determined to celebrate the three-hundredth 
anniversary of the adoption of the Augsburg 
Confession onthe 28th of June by a jubilee 
at the Fair Grounds, which will be preceded 
by a monster procession, in which all the 
churches will participate.

It was 
prepared by Melancthon, the reformer, and 
approved by Dr. Martin Luther, and present- 
ed to the Imperial Diet at Augsburg, Ger- 
many, June 25, 1530. Some days later it was 
given tothe Catholic theologians for a re- 
ply. To this reply Meiancthon made a coun- 
ter defense, and,the Augsburg Confession and 
Melancthon’s reply being widely circulated, 
it became the wae point among tue re- 
formers. In 1540, Melancthon made some 
important changes inthe Confession, but in 
1580 the — — or “unaltered confession,” 
was adopted as the standard of the Lutheran

EXCLUDING HEBREWS. 


Two Large Summer Hotels on Staten 
Island Refusing to Receive Them. 


From the New York Sun, 3d. 


Both of the large summer hotels at New 
Brighton, Staten Island, have decided not to 
receive Hebrews as guests. : ‘ 

James R. Sangster, proprietor of the Pavi- 
lion Hotel, which isthe largest hotel on the 
island. said to a reporter for-the Sun, last 
evening, that he refused to take the Jews as 
guests last summer; that it proved to be a 
good step, financially, and thatthe proprie- 
tor of the St. Mark’s Hotel had followed suit. 

**l came here from the ‘Wiadsor in New 
Lork.“ said Mr. Sangster. I saw that 
something preverted the hotel from paying 
as I knew it ought to ꝓay. Before I took the 
hotel it was kept by Mr. Pettler, and nearly 
all his guests were Jews. He now keeps a 
hotel at South Beach, and I am - proprietor of 
the old Pavilion Hotel. When Mr. Pettler 
keptthis hotel his guests were almost al! 
Jews, and it didnt pay: You ‘see the Jews 
nearly all go home during the first week in 
September, and a great many American fam- 
ilies will not stop at a hotel where persons of 
the Hebrew persuasions predominate. As for 
myself, I will not say That I have anything 
against the Jews, but for some reason or oth- 
er, the Americans do not like to associate 
witn them. Upon my word,I don’t know 
why itis. My hotel experience has been in 

e city, where such a thing as a person's re- 

gion or nationality is never thought of. Here, 
however, it is different.“ 7 

Mr. Lackmeier, proprietor of the other ho- 
te), the St. Mark’s, said: “I bave had about 
eighteen years’ experience in the hotel busi- 
ness. I sold out my interest in theSt. James 
Hotel in New York, and invested about $100, - 
000 down here. I kept this hotel about a 
year, and then for two yearsI managed the 
Grand Hotel in New York. Then my health 
ran down, and I spent several years in Eu- 
rope. When I came back here there were 
scarcely anybody but Hebrews in this hotel. 
Idida fair business last year, but not such 
a business as I ought to have done. Last year 
I bad scarcely anybody but Hebrews, and 
the false report that Christians were exclud- 
ed was circulated to myinjury. It was only 
on pure business principles that I decided 
this yeartorefuse totake Jews as guests. 
I would not attempt to say why it is that 
Americans do not like to  associ- 
ate with Jews and yet I think 
1 could state it in a very few words. 
I have had a good many fine Jewish families as 
boarders, but I find that even among the Jews 
the higher classes will leave a hotel when they 
find that it is monopolized by persons of their 
own race. This a is very curious and siguiũ- 
cantfact, and is really what led me to make 
therule excludin Jews. It was a very 
delicate thing, and at first I was dreadfuil 
embarrassed. When a certain lady applie 
for rooms here I hardly knew whattodo. I 
made all sorts of excuses,but she was anxious 
to secure rooms before leaving, and finally I 
was obliged to tell her about the rule. I did 
it as gentiy as I possibly could, and I would 
have explained further to her, but she got in 
a passion, called me an impertinent scound- 
rel, and left the house in agreat hurry.’’ The 
lady referred te is Mrs. Jacobi, wife of Dr. 
Jacobi. She is the daughter of George P. 
Putnam, and is a Christian. Her husband, 
although of Jewish descent, does not attend 
the synagogue. 

„I have noticed one thing, and that is the 
Hebrews generally bring more children than 
other people do, and they always insist onthe 
best things for their children. If it is a rule 
of the house that children shall not be admit- 
ted to the dining-room, they will smuggle 
them in some way before the meal is over. 
Then the children roam about the parlors, 
which seems to be a source of annoyance to 
the other guests. The Jews think a great 
deal of their children, as, no doubt, they 
ougbt to do, and will pay a good price for 
baving them well cared for. They will pay 


tbe regular price the first year, but after they 


have been guests of a house for one season 
they want to dictate their own terms. It has 
been a very sad affair forme. I did not wish 
to give offense to any one, and yet, as # busi- 
ness man, I was required to take the step I 
havetaken. The positive rule now is that no 
Hebrews are to be admitted as guests to my 
hotel during the coming season.“ 


Battered Prize-Fighters.

The witness ran to a door on 
the river side and, while the structure was fall- 
ing to the westward, he stood on a platform 
pear the river. This platform raised 
as the nog fell, and to avoid 
being crushed uche jumped into the 
river, whence he swam to the shore, which he 
reached only when the building was in ruins. 

The structure seemed to be in fair propor- 
tions, except that its width was rather small 
compared to its length. The wind came from 
the south, striking the building, which stood 
about north and south, on the south end. The 
bin wells for a distance of eight feet were eight 
inches thick; beyond that they were about six 
inches thick. 

The six-inch walls were some twenty-five 
feet high. That partofthe building below the 
lowest tier of jeints was secured to the piles in 
the river, and none of these piles extended 
above the first floor. After the builaing had 
blown down the lowest floor remained tirmly 
attached tothe piles, but the walls in their 
entirety, extending down tothe first floor, had 
been demolished, there being no part of a wall 
leit in a vertical position. 

There were six door-ways on the second 
floor through the east wall, but no doors were 
hanging on them. About the same kind of 
openings were onthe first floor on the east 
side; and at the south end of the first floor 
there were doors.

How the Prince and Princess Look in a 
London Theater. 
| Lucy Hooper’s Letter to Boston Herald. | 

The gieat attraction of the evening for me 
Was not upon the stage, for, on our entering 
the house, we noticed that the usual prepara- 
tions had been made that announce the ad- 
vent of some portion of the royal family; that 
is to say, two boxes had been thrown iato ane 
by removing the partition, and bouquets of 
fresh spring flowers had been placed along 
the front.

In a few days thir- 
teen cows died, and the peasants were panic 
stricken. After warm discussions it was de- 
cided to drive out the plagus after the man- 
ner of our forefathers in similar emergencies, 
thatis, by ploughing around the village. On 
March 16, midnight, all the women of the 
village assembled at a spot, to which were 
— the thirgs needed for that half Pa- 
gan, balf Christian ceremony, to wit, a holy 
image, a plow, harness, a bag of sand, and 
a paileftar. A strong girl was harnessed 
tothe plow, and with the assistance of two 
otker girls, proceeded to pull it along. A 
young girl carrying the holy image (ikoma) 
headed the procession; she was followed by 
an old woman with the sand bag, who threw 
the sand right and left, the plowing party 
try irg to cover thewand ia plowing, while the 
woman with the tar pail besprinkled the soil 
with tar. A crowd of girls and women fol- 
lowed, each carryirg some article with which 
to make a noise—scythes, tin caus, iron pans, 
boilers, basins, pokers and otber uteunsils. 


„Though tbe noise made was indescribable, 


ard the women’s yelling snd shouting in- 
cessant, they were ineffectual to frighten off 
the plague spirit, for its ravages in that vil- 
lage are unuiminished. 


One Thousand Miles at Sea. 
From the Boston Herald.) 

During a recent passage of the White Star 
steamer Germanic from turope, and when 
about 1,000 miles from Queenstown, a strange 
bird was discovered inthe rigging. The sailors 
and passengers endeavored to catch it, but 
without suceess, until Dr. C. W. Goff. of this 
city, one of the passengers, game on deck, 
when the bird at once flew into his hands.

persons. The average weekly earnings of 
the head of each family in the Peabody 
buildings last year was about $6, the average 
rent of each dwelling about $1, and of each 
room about 50 cents.

All along the river, from Bissell’s Point to 


Mullenphy street, lumber, shingles, pickets 


and earth are scattered like dritt-wood, and 
thousa ads of feet of planks lie in the bends and 


under the banks of the river. 

Four Germans, whose names were not ascer- 
tained, took a skiff from the foot of Buchanan 
street and pulled out en the big 
waves duringthe fury of the storm, so itis re- 
ported, in search of floating lumber, since 
which no one has seen them, and the skiff be- 
ing tound goes far towards establishing the 
theory ot their drowning. In some cases the 
police have taken charge ofthe lumber that 
bas been caught by men and boys, but it will 
all be paid tor before the owners can take it 
away. 

This morning hundreds of lumber pilers are 
all along the North St. Louis landings recover- 
ing all of the lumberthey can. Oid lumber- 
men say that it was the heaviest blow ever ex- 
perienced on these waters. The Missouri Sand 
Company's steamer, anchored in the river at 
the foot of Anglerodt street, filled with water 
and barely escaped being swamped. The 
total loss es estimated this morning 
by the lumber merchants will foot up to 400, 
000 teet, and the balance will be recovered. 
The principle trouble among the lumber rafts 
was the big rolling waves, whichjcompletel 
wrecked thecribs ano squares. The only raft 
along the landings that stood the terrible 
blast and escaped without loss was the Gruner 
Bros. Lumber Company's ot 1,000,000 feet at 
the foot of Destrehan street, which was in 
charge of the contractor, J. G. Buck- 
ley, and he by keen foresight 
saw the approach of the storm. 
and ordered a regular net-work of large ropes 
to be put on every part of the: aft; otherwise 
nothing could have prevente‘ its total destruc- 
tion. All- night crews of men have been a° werk 
getting the lumber that is s ivea in safe haroor. 
She amount of the lumber lost ix 400,000 feet— 
about $14,000 worth. Reports just down from 

ALTON SLOUGH, 

araft harbor twerty-five miles north of the 
city, say that thestorm played terrible de- 
struction with rafted lumber there, but there 
is no definite news. The great lumber-yards 
along the river front eicaped without the 
slightest damage. Boys are on the river by 
the dozens, swimming out to get the planks, 
boards and shingles, and are making consid- 
erable money at it.
